Football Games, Institutes, Movies, Radio and Television 
All help in “Passing The Word” to Millions of Enthusiasts 


HE big game is on. 76,000 people rise to 

their feet as the two battling elevens roll 

up three touchdowns in the closing minutes 
of the second period in the big game. 

There’s the gun. It’s half time and as the 
two fighting squads leave the field for a brief 
rest period their places are filled by substitutes; 
dressed not in mole skins and helmets but in 
levis, frontier trousers, boots, loud shirts, long 
dresses with bustles. 

In a matter of seconds six sets of Square

Dancers have dotted the field. The combined 
marching bands of the two represented colleges 
steer away from the typical collegiate tunes and 
roll into a bit of “Flop Eared Mule.” In place 
of the yell leaders’ “Rah Rah” antics comes the 
clear voice of the caller. as the Square Dancers 
swing into action. 


Here, for a brief period of time the largest 
group of people ever to witness a Square Dance 
in Southern California get their first taste of the 
“Rip’n Snort’ activity—as a portion of the 
California Centennial program. The game is the 
big one between U.C.L.A. and U.S.C. The 
theme of the afternoon is California Centennial, 
commemorating the gold rush days of a century 
ago. The applause going to the dancers and the 
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attention and appreciation of the audience is 
-ypical of the sort of Square Dance indoctrina- 
tion Americans are getting across the country. 

In Southern California alone the local citizen- 
ry has been cautiously bombarded with good 
Square Dancing in a number of ways. 

In November, capacity crowds filled the 
Hollywood High School auditorium and Pasa- 
dena Civic auditorium to view Dr. Lloyd Shaw 
and his Cheyenne Mountain Dancers. (See 
page 8). 

BIG SHINDIGS 
Five great Square Dance roundups and jam- 


borees during the past few months have attracted 


thousands of the curious to: view the so-called 


“old time” dancing. The movies, long time 
advocaters of authenticity, have included more 





and more Square Dance sequences in their line 
up of celluloid extravaganzas. The radio has 
featured some of the Southland’s leading callers 
over national network programs. And the new- 
est baby of all, television, has also gotten on 
the band wagon. 

It’s true that many thousands are becoming 
interested in the hobby but after the interest 
has been captured, then what? 





The usual campaign lined up for the novice 
is something like this. After first being sub- 
jected to Square Dancing, Mr. & Mrs. Average 
Family attend their first “barn” dance. Clubs 
and service groups including P.T.A.’s, fraternal 
organizations, lodge groups and church organi- 
zations are all discovering Square Dancing as 
the answer to an unbeatable night of enter- 
tainment. Here, the newcomers first learn what 
a caller actually is, how a square is made up, 
and see how simple it is to follow the patterns. 


THEY'RE OFF 


Once the interest has been aroused the be- 
ginners seek out one of the many open groups 
which include beginners instructions, advanc- 
ing in time from this stage to the faster open 
groups. In some instances the dancers will 
follow a particular caller, then join one of his 
many invitational clubs. In other instances where 
large groups of enthusiasts come from the same 
neighborhood or from the same service organi- 
zation a new club ts born. When this “club” 
stage of the game has arrived for the newcomers 
the battle is over and two more “‘victims’’ may 
be added to the long and fast growing list of 
those bitten by the Square Dance bug—watch 
out, you may be next.

A PUBLICITY<€ 


PROGRAM 
CAN HELP YOUR 






AS your club been written up recently in 
H your local newspaper? Does the notice of 
the time and place of your regular meet- 
ing have its listing in the paper’s current events 
column? If not, you're missing a good bet. 
As a community activity, Square Dancing 
grows as it includes more and more interested 
people and as the past has proven, many 
thousands are just waiting for the chance to 
Square Dance if given the proper opportunity. 
The whole idea is to publicize the fact that 
your dances are open. There's no great problem 
in getting your club’s story into print, for right 
at present Square Dancing is news and news- 
papers are always interested in this sort of 
“local story’ that has general appeal to the 
majority of its readers. 


GIVE FACTS 


In order to appear in print, your story need 
not be written up in finished form. No matter 
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how it is presented the newspaper's editor may 
choose to have it rewritten. The main thing 1s 
to give the important facts — the WHO, 
WHAT, WHERE, WHEN, WHY and HOW 
points that are so essential to a news story 
must be furnished the editor. 


GET THE LOCAL ANGLE 


For local stories it is always well to include 
the names and addresses of at least one couple 
residing in that publication’s circulation area. 
The local angle is what:the papers shoot for. 
The WHAT item ts the subject of your story 
whether it be one particular dance, the forma- 
tion of a new club or the opening of a new 
series of dance lessons. Your WHERE of course 
includes your meeting spot, the name of the 
hall and its address. The WHEN is the date of 
the particular meeting or the dates or days upon 
which regular meetings will fall. 

Don’t limit your thinking on the importance 
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of your club activity. It is surprising the amount 
of space that American publications are giving 
to our hobby these days. Notably Square Danc- 
ing stories appearing in the large metropolitan 


dailies have attracted untold numbers of new- 
comers to the various dances. 


HOUSE MAGAZINES VALUABLE 


With so many large utility and industrial 
organizations starting their own Square Dance 
groups, much valuable publicity can be derived 
from the company house organs which are dis- 
tributed to all personnel. Outstanding promo- 
tion jobs have been accomplished by the Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph Company and Para- 
mount motion picture studios who through their 
house magazine have poured a steady stream 
of Square Dance publicity to entice the new 
recruits. 

One of the largest stories to appear in any 
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CLUB 


Los Angeles newspaper on a Square Dance 
story was a complete picture double-page article 
on Square Dancing featuring the regular Thurs- 
day night dances at the Pasadena Civic Auditor- 
ium in the Los Angeles Mirror. Stories of this 
type help Square Dancing everywhere. 

Two articles in the Los Angeles Times; one 
an editorial tracing the present trend to Square 
Dancing and the other a featurette on capable 
Square Dance caller Carolyn Mitchell, both 
attracted wide interest. 


PUBLICITY CHAIRMAN 


The big stories in the big papers of course, 
are important. But the things that will help the 
most are the regular appearing featurettes with 
pictures and just plain notices of coming dances 
which appear in the hundreds of the small 
local newspapers each week. Don’t overlook the 
importance of having a publicity chairman as 
a member of your club’s staff of officers.

Forward six and back you blunder 


“Forward six and back you blunder 
An elbow hook and the left lady under 
A triple duck and go like thunder 


And form new lines of three.” 


EXPLANATION. This dance starts the same as Forward Six (right hand over, left hand 
under) where the lead man takes his partner to the right, leaves her, goes to the next and steals 
that girl, taking her to the last couple dropping her and going home alone. The two lines of 
three go forward and back, they go forward again, the men let go of their left hand girl, raise 
their right hand girl’s hand high, loop left elbows with the opposite gent and turn one com- 
plete revolution ending at home. The left hand lady (separated from her man) goes under three 
arches and ends up on the near side of her right hand man, the lady who forms the arch 1s left 
off at the near side of the left hand man. 


(Note. The girls go to exactly the same position each time as in Right Hand Over Left Hand 
Under. After four times the ladies are on the right side of their partner. )

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“SWING PARTNER INSTEAD 
OF BOTTLE” SAYS TEXAS 
(U.S.A.) PAPER 


According to Jack Gordon, columnist in the 
Oct. 18th, Fort Worth, Texas Press, Square 
Dancing is providing an unexpected slump in 
the liquor business. In an article entitled, 
“Square Dancers Boom Cause of Temperance”’ 
Gordon says, ‘‘A great new temperance move- 
ment is sweeping Fort Worth. If the trend con- 
tinues, liquor dealers may be switching too— 
to cyanide. 

“More and more people are joining square 
dance clubs. And square dancers don’t drink. 
Even at the Casino, where square dancers gather 
each Tuesday night, the sale of beer and wine 
is suspended for the evening. The bottle also 
is shunned at the many dancing parties given 
by Fort Worth’s eight flourishing square dance 
clubs. 

“A square dancer explains: ‘You can’t do 
square dancing and drink too. A square dancer 
must be mentally alert, te follow the caller’.”’ 

“Another square dance fan said: ‘Before I 
took up square dancing I'd go to a night club 
and maybe dance once or twice. The rest of 
the time I was sitting at my table mixing drinks. 
Now, at the square dances, I’m too busy danc- 
ing to do any sitting. So I don’t drink.’ 

“Since square dancing rapidly is attaining 
the proportions of a national craze, it is a great 
break for the champions pf temperance. It 
threatens to put the distilling industry in the 
do-si-doldrums.”’

“SQUARE DANCES” 


with Les Gotcher calling 


C. P. MacGregor’s ‘Square Dance’ 10-inch album is a combination of 
clear, danceable Square Dance tunes and more popular round dances. 
Appearing on vinylite (long life—no surface noise) records, the calls 
are among the clearest and most easily danceable of any yet produced 
under any label. Caller Les Gotcher has the necessary amount of authentic 
twang but not too much to disturb the clarity of the calls. His voice 
contains excitement and he has most wisely refrained from putting in 
any overdose of patter. The timing of all the squares is good and all 
the figures are simple; designed primarily for those still in the early 
stages of their Square Dance experience. 

The four American round dances included in the selections include the 
“Heel and Toe Polka’ (Jinny Lind), the “Varsouvianna” (unusually 
clear with repeat on each of the two parts), the ‘‘Schottische’’ (much too 
slow for an Oklahoma Mixer or even a couple schottische as danced in 
this area) and the “Rye Waltz.” 


The music by the Jack Rivers Boys is very good and the rhythm most 
danceable. 








ANOTHER BREAK 


Promenade single file, lady in the lead Indian style 
Gents step out and turn right back 

Promenade ’round on the outside track 

Meet your own with a right hand whirl 
Allemande left your corner girl 

Pass your own without a twirl 

Right hand ‘round the next little gir! 

Left to your own, go all the way around 

And promenade your corner as you come down. 


(This is much similar to the change called so often by Al Bade. From the single file promenade. 


the men step out and promenade single file clockwise meeting their partner with their right hand 
going clear around and to their corner with their left hand, around your corner passing right 
shoulders with your partner as you go by and go to your right hand lady, give her your right 
hand and go around her, back to your partner with the left, go all the way around with your left, 
giving your right hand to your corner, turning her under your arm and promenade her single file.

| Competition. Trying not to be outdone is one of the most interesting 
sidelights of the dance. This goes for keeping up with the caller as well 
as matching performance with the other members of your set. 





Transition. Since Square Dancing has moved out of the barn and into the audi- 
tortum, many more are attracted to it. Further expansion of the dance appears to be

The foregoing seem to be reasons enough to justify the spread of Square Dancing, especially in 
Southern California. 
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' PLANNING COSTUMES 


More and more Square Dance groups are 
getting more and more costume conscious. Very 
few of the groups however go out whole- 
heartedly and in one fell-swoop completely 
costume every member. Some of the groups 
however are organizing costume committees to 
set up research and investigate the types of cos- 
tumes their members would like to use. Though 
uniformity is not always desirable many of 
the groups are deciding upon one style of dress 
allowing the ladies themselves to chose the 
type of material, color, etc. 

For the men a gradual costume is an easy 
thing to accomplish. First sport shirts and slacks 
are used. Slowly the man adds to his attire the 
Western neckerchief and slide, then the cow- 
boy shirt and possibly levis which will soon 
be replaced by frontier pants. Boots are usually 
the last element of the costume to be added but 
more and more men are realizing how com- 
fortable boots can be to dance in. 

If your club has not yet organized a costume 
research committee, you will find it a most in- 
teresting activity to get underway.

TRY THIS FILLER 


Allemande left and the ladies star 

As the gents walk around, not too far 
Allemande left and the gentlemen star 

As the ladies walk around, not too far. 

Now Allemande left with your left hand 
Right to your partner, right and left grand, etc. 


(This little filler worked out by Ralph Maxhimer is another allemande figure well worth 
adding to your collection. The ladies of course make right hand stars and the men promenade 
single file and they go counter clockwise. The gents also make a right hand star while the ladies 


walk counter clockwise. Go ahead and try it.) 
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About the Caller 


Fenton (just call me ‘“Jonesy’) Jones 
dreamed up the above Square Dance some time 
ago. While not exactly a rarity, patter calls 
with Jonesy are not nearly as typical as the 
Western singing calls that he uses so frequently. 
A ‘native prune picker’, Jonesy was born in 
Los Angeles in 1907 and has been in the en- 
tertainment field, playing his guitar, singing 
and yodeling since 1930. 

A feature artist on the Hollywood Barn 
Dance program over CBS, for a year, then a 
15 minute program on KIEV introduced him 
to Southern California long before the present 
Square Dance “gold rush’. Jonesy started calling 
for groups in 1937 when Ray Littlejohn, just 
about the only ae Dance caller in these 
parts at that time became so swamped that he 
couldn’t meet the demand. Says Jonesy, “I just 
learned four calls and found me a Townsend 
club to start calling to and started in.” 

He loves the singing calls—not as an Eastern 
dancer calls ‘em but as a cowboy does in the 
Western style with an increasing tempo. “One 
highlight in my calling career,’ says Jonesy, 
“was when I was asked to call a dance for 200 
teen-agers. However, I didn’t know until I 
arrived at the dance that the teen-agers were 
all Chinese. They ate hot dogs and drank 
pop just like any other Americans and 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves with the Square 
Dancing so I figured they were truly American. 
It was one of the best evenings I have ever 
spent.” 

About 214 or 3 years ago Jonesy recorded 
the Black and White Square Album which is 
still very popular. At present Jonesy calls for 
the Heel’n Toe, Stonehurst Squares, Do-C-Do 
North Hollywood, Las Bailadores, the Bell 
Swingers and the Square and Circle. 
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TEXAS TORNADO 


(Call self-explanatory) 


Ladies to the center and back to the bar. 
Gents to the center with a right hand star. 
Back with the left and not too far. 
Skip your partner and turn the next 
by the right hand half way round, 
Back with the left hand all the way round. 
Left hand lady with the right hand round, 
Partner left when you come down, 
go all the way around. 
Right hand lady with the right hand round 
Partner left when you come down. 
Gents to the center with a right hand star 
(Repeat 3 more times) 


Gents balance home and everybody swing. 
(Repeat for the ladies) 

(Only changes are: 

Right hand gent with right hand ‘round 

Partner etc., 

Left hand gent with right hand ‘round. )

‘ey hands, hands, what to do with them is the problem. Not wishing to stick its neck 
out too far, the “SETS IN ORDER” staff does not say that this is the only way that hands 

should be held in Square Dancing but in observing Square Dancing in various portions 
of the country these particular styles are quite universally used. 


| TURN UNDER BEFORE A PROMENADE. 
ie e Man’s hand held loosely over the girl’s head 


ee acting as a central pivot point for the girl’s hand 
to turn in a sort of ball-bearing motion. Some 
women dancers grab onto the men’s fingers us- 
ing them as a pivot point. The main idea is 
that the girl makes the turning motion on her 
own initiative—the gentleman does not force- 


ably push into place. 


PROMENADE. As in the case of almost any | 
hand position, the men’s hands are below, palm 
up, forming a sort of ‘landing field’ for the 
girl’s hands. Here again the man can do well 
to forget the “bone crushing grip” unless of 
course he is dancing with his own wife in which 
case a tight grip may be necessary to lead the 
little lady along. 


SKIRT HOLDS. There are all kinds. A great 
deal of the beauty of Square Dancing is lost 
when this chance to twirl the skirts is not used. 


TURNAROUND (from a right and left 
through, do-si-do, do-pas-o, etc.) (Front) Man's 
left hand again is offered palm up and fiat, 
a landing field for the girl’s hand. (Rear view)
